ting to the secretary of war the annir.il 
reports of the department eommaud- 
ers in connection with his own reports 
xipon the military operations of the 
past year, Gee. Nelson A. Miles, com- 
manding the army, takes occasion to 
commend the discipline and personnel 
of the army. 


Keg-arding the distribution of the 


ariny at important fortifications along 
the 6,000 miles of seacoast and at cer- 
tain points along- the 7,000 miles of na- 
tional boundary, which is necessary to 
give security against a foreign foe and 
protection from Indians, Gen. Miles 
earnest!}' recommends that no consid- 
eration for the location of military 
posts be entertained, except when they 
aye called for by the military author- 
ities and deemed absolutely essential 
for the national requirements. 


Gen. 
Miles recommends that the en- 


listed strength of the army be fixed at 
one soldier to every ".000 of population 
as a minimum, the maximum not to ex- 
ceed one soldier for every 1,030 of popu- 
lation. "The strength to he determined 
h^1 the president of the United States 
according- to the necessities and rcquir- 
ments of the nation." 


lie renews his previous recommenda- 


tion that at least two stations -west of 
the Rocky mountains and one east be 
established for the accommodation of 
one regiment of cavalry eaetr:,''al-so the 
recommendations concerning' the use 
of bicycles and motor wagons and the 
promotion of enliste i men who shall be 
found competent after thorough exam- 
ination to the grade of second lieuten- 
ant after five years' service. 


Referring to coast defenses, Gen. 


Miles renews his recommendations of 
last 3'Car for liberal appropriations for 
high power trims, mortars and other 
artillery necessities; and urges sxif- 
ficient appropriations for the work of 
ordnance, engineer and quartermas- 
ter's departments be made available 
during the coining year.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The annual 


report of W. P. llazen, chief of the se- 
cret service, states that the counterfeit- 
ing of paper money has materially de- 
creased during the past year. This 
can in part be accounted for by the 
large increase in "raised" or "altered" 
notes found in circulation, some of 
which 
are 
most 
skilfully exe- 


cuted. 
He 
attributes 
the 
facil- 


ity 
with 
which 
the 
public are 


deceived 
by 
raised 
notes 
to 


the frequent changes in the designs of 
the United States notes, which makes 
it almost impossible for the public to 
become familiar with the currency. It 
is also made plain, he adds, that the 
distinctive paper in use is an aid to the 
criminal rather than a protection to 
the public, because of the fact that a 
note printed upon paper containing 
silk threads (as a number of the best 
of 
the 
counterfeits 
and 
all 


the raised 
notes 
are) is accepted 


in 
a 
majority 
of 
instances 


without hesitation, owing to the erro- 
neous impression that the paper used 
by the government is manufactured by 
a secret process and can not be coun- 
terfeited, lie has also become con- 
vinced that the introduction of silk 
into the paper tends to lessen its 
wearing qualities and is, therefore, 
responsible to a degree for its short 
life. 


The counterfeiting of gold and silver 


coins has been on the increase ia all 
parts of the country. 
Some counter- 


feits of silver coins have appeared on 
the Pacific coast that are quite as good 
as the genuine, both in weight and fine- 
ness, "and made from dies of excellent 
workmanship.

MAPS ON POWDER-HORNS. 


Maps Through the Wilderness Engraved 


on Early Coloniiil Horns. 


The horns made anil decorated during- 


the period of early French colonial 
•\vn.rs. from 17,'t9 to 1745, \vhcn the light- 
ing- was in Uie New England suites, a.re 
quite plain when compared \vit.h those 
used in the French and Indian war, 
\\heii the finest and most artistic work 
was done, far surpassing' the revolu- 
tionary war productions. 


The British coat- of arms war- a prom- 


inent feature, covering'a large space of 
the surface, and making-a very bwuitj- 
ful decoration. In. 1755, when the last 
French war began, one of the objects 
of the British armies was to force the 
French out of every post, south of the 
&t. Lawrence river, and finally to drive 
them from 
Canada. 
The fig-htiiig- 


throng-bout this campaign took place in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and New York, 
tlie interior of these slates being- then 
a comparative wilderness, and the vari- 
ous routes being almost, unknown cx- 
oe pt to Uie fur traders.
